DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 06-07-2006, which has been entered. 
Claims 12-16 are currently pending. 

1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and IVIPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application Is defective because the 
error, which is relied upon to support, the reissue application is not an error upon which 
a reissue can be based. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. Applicant must 
specify the error upon which the reissue is based. It is not enough to indicate the 
reissue is based on in light of Jones et al. Applicant has not disclose the nature of the 
error or properly identify the error under 35 U.S.C 251 upon which the error is base. 
Applicant fails to disclose as to why the elements of the claim (s) that are delete causes 
the patent to be deemed wholly or partially inoperative or invalid by reason of the defect. 
Applicant also fails to disclose the importance of the added limitations of the claims and 
as to why it causes the patent to be operative. Thus, an error under 35 U.S.C. 251 has 
not been presented where the correction to the patent is one of spelling, or grammar, or 
a typographical, editorial or clerical error which does not cause the patent to be deemed 
wholly or partly inoperative or invalid for the reasons specified in 35 U.S.C. 251 . 
Furthermore, the claim limitations that broaden the scope should be identified and 
explained in bracket. 

In addition, the amendment to the claims is not proper. The amendment to the 
claims is not in accordance with 37 C.F.R 1.173 (b) (2) in that all subject matter being 
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added to an original patent clam must be underlined and all subject matter being 
deleted from the original patent must be placed between brackets. 

3. Claims 12-16 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action.
